Fla. '61 Legislature - In Retrospect 


Post Legislative Remarks 


by Rep. Emmett S. Roberts 


So often immediately follow- 
ing a session of the Florida Leg- 
islature, there is a let-down on 
the part of the public as to what 
is happening in its state gov- 
ernment. 

The period between the end of 
the session and the beginning of 
the new fiscal year on July 1, 
is quite frantic on the part of 
the various state agencies, in 
determining what impact new 
legislation has on the agency 
operations for the next bienni- 
um. This is mostly true in the 
field of appropriations. 

The Governor's veto ‘of sev- 
eral bills and items in the ap- 
propriations is always of major 
interest. One vote in the appro- 
priations bill has particular sig- 


% nificance to our area, as it could

sessions and presenting bills al- 
ready drawn, rather than wait- 
ing to accomplish major legis- 
lation in the sixty-day period. 

This is true of the Public 
Safety bills which were passed, 
the important Tax Studies, Edu- 
cational Matters, Roads and 


Highways. One interim commit- 
tee of the Legislative Council 
submitted some 200 bills, many 
merely doing away with obso- 
lete laws. Mental Health, as well 
as improvements in our penal 
system, is due to interim com- 
mittee work. 

Already legislative commit- 
tees have been formed to study 
numerous problems to present 
to the 1963 Legislature. One of 
these include an actuarial study 
of Florida’s retirement systems 
This will be a tremendous job 
and one that is badly needed. 

The present controvery be- 
tween Florida and Georgia over 
the poultry inspection fees could 
have serious impact on trade 
relations in many areas between 
the states. 

Florida's Comptroller, as ad- 
ministrator of the Sales and Use 
Tax, always has a most difficult 
task. It is his responsibility to 
interpret and enforce the many 
Changes which occur in this 
field. Some fifteen changes to 
this tax, closing loopholes, are 
ennumerated here:— 

(CHANGES IN FLORIDA'S 

SALES & USE TAX LAWS) 

1. Admissions — removed re- 
strictions by reason of federal 
exemptions. 

2, Credit & Installment Sales 
— Dealer cannot be allowed tax 
credits on bad debts, uncollecti- 
ble accounts, repossessions, etc. 

3. Reciprocity—Except from 
motor vehicles property bought 
in other states and taxable there, 
then later brought into Florida 
would be subject to tax in Flor- 
ida. 

4. Tax Separately—Sales Tax 
must be indicated on charge 
tickets, sales slips, invoices, or

Chain Referral Sales Plans Violative 
Of Postal Fraud and Lottery Statutes 


Chain referral sales plans are 
violative of postal fraud and 
lottery statutes, according to an 
announcement made today by 
I. L. Price, Executive Director 
Wof the Belle Glade Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Price warned local merchants 
ánd consumers that, according 
to the National Better Business 
Bureau, the United States Post 
Office Department has ruled 
that the typical chain referral 
sales plan has the three essen- 
(tial elements of a lottery-prize, 
Chance and consideration, and 
is fraudulent in design and in- 
tent. 

In a recent typical chain re- 
ferral case, the Post Office De- 
partment ruled that the pur- 
chase of an article constitutes 
"consideration," and the prom- 
ised commissions 
“prize.” 
is present in the chain referral 
scheme because the amount of 
reward available to participants 
depends upon the efforts of 
others over whom the partici- 
pant has no control, and is 
therefore a matter of chance. 
Hence the chain referral sales 
plan is a lottery. 

Although the Post Office De- 
partment is required to estab- 
lish that a promoter has intent 
to defraud, it may infer that a 
promoter is aware of the fact

injured or mauled. 

"For example, in a midwest- 
ern State, two police officers at- 
tempting to make an arrest were 
surrounded and assaulted by a 
dangerous mob. While the offic- 
ers were being beaten, not one 
citizen could or would muster 
the courage to assist them or 
even to call for additional help 
so the men could be properly 
defended. In this instance, the 
officers were able to battle their 
way to their car and radio for 
assistance. The tragic conse- 
quences which hight have erupt- 
ed otherwise are terribly appar- 
ent. 

“Such utter contempt for the 
law and its enforcers is shock- 
ing and intolerable. 

“Mob action is as unpredict- 
able and vicious as a tornado. 
It has the potential of unleash- 
ing concerted fury which can be 
animal-like in its intensity. 

“As a newspaper in the area 
of the attack so cogently pointed 
out, “It is a basic obligation of 


“The life of a law enforce- 
ment officer is one fraught with 
daily risks, and his acts of every 
day bravery—for which he is 
often poorly compensated — are 
accepted as routine by much of 
the public he serves. 

“In line with this, it is most 
discouraging to read of officers 
who, while trying to carry out 
their sworn duty of upholding 
both morality and citizenship 
for all law-abiding citizens to 
come to the aid of the police 
in the discharge of their duties.” 
I could not more heartily agree 
with this statement and would 
encourage all editorial writers to 
continue to vigilantly fulfill 
their duty of condemning and 
shaming all who would partici- 
pate in such disgraceful demon- 
strations.
